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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board of Langdon: 


I herewith submit my fifteenth report as your Superintendent of Schools. 

Two new teachers, Mrs. Donald R. Jacobs, for the upper grades and Miss 
Evelyn Wanner, for the lower grades were hired to teach in the Langdon 
Schools this year. The schools are in order and doing good work. Both teach- 
ers take great interest in their school and in their children’s activities. 

The teacher shortage will be more serious next year. There are eighteen 
students in our normal colleges who will graduate next spring and be prepared 
to teach elementary schools. In this state the schools generally absorb about 
one hundred new teachers each year. Many of the teachers now in the public 
schools of New Hampshire are only working to help in the war emergency. 
Salaries have been increased, but in most cases the increases do not match the 
new national taxes to say nothing of the higher prices of living conditions. 

Allow me to quote a paragraph from last year’s report. ‘‘It would bea 
great help to equalize the cost of education in this state if a law was passed pro- 
viding up to $1,500.00 for each district in the state to help maintain a high 
school or to pay for the education of high school tuitions.”” It seems, at the 
time of this writing, that the Legislature might consider a bill somewhat along 
these lines. Something should be done to equalize the cost of education among 
districts according to their ability to pay. The districts made up largely of 
farms has no increased incomes proportionate to the increased costs in educa- 
tion, 

I am personally well pleased with the conditions at school and hope that 
the same high grade work may continue throughout the war time. 

I appreciate and am thankful for the kindnesses and the help given me by 
the Langdon School Board, the teachers and the pupils.
